Many of the^ombs at Thebes contain 1 
single chambers as large as a common ^ 
sized • illage church. Some are larger 
than the largest churches in New York. O 
The most extensive tomb yet opened is A 
that of the Assaseed, a sect of the priest¬ 
hood. This tomb contains a hall a hun- 
diti and thtee feet by seventy-six ; an- Y 
other about sixty feet square, with a row 
of pillars on each side ; then follow cor- I 
ridors and side halls. Y 

But our interest is, mainly,with the life 
of the old Egyptians, as wo find this A 
sketched upon these sepulchral places.— 

One of the most interesting tombs for this -j 
study is known to explorers as the Har¬ 
pers. In this we find a series of cham- A 
b era —probably designed for the servants ^ 

’ and chief officers of the owner of the tomb 
—each illustrating different departments / 
_ of domestic life. The first is a cooking 
scene ; and from the first glance it is evi- =

From one tomb I copied a sculp- 1 
jjj ture of a negro slave with marked physi- 
b e ognomy. Slaves are depicted. Comic 
j u t touches and caricatures are often introduc- 
j’U ed in these decorations, 
the One of the most interesting tombs at 
l ay Thebes is that of Rnchsdere, “the over- 
y seer of public buildings,” under Thouthe- 
0 f t _ mes III—probably the Pharaoh of Exo- 
lnd dus. I have already spoken of this mon- 
bi a . arch as a great architect, and the subjects 
am represented on the walls of the tomb il- 
r aw lustrate this fact. It was appropriate that 
the tomb of this master builder should be 
illustrated by such subjects. Here the 
monarch is seen presenting obelisks to 
the divinity, and these obelisks are found

hout bondage. The characteristic scenes of the 
y of era are building scenes ; in the taskmas- 
ly in ter's tomb, slaves are seen making brick 
the under the lash.

Grettown as it is Now. —A Greytown 
correspondent of the jY. Y. Evening Post T 
writing Nov. 4, gives the following picturer 
of the state of affairs nt the scene of the cele¬ 
brated exploit ofCommander Hollins : 

“There are just one hundred and three 
houses, partly finished, now being built on 
the ruins where the little city of San Juan, 
or Greytown, once stood. They have most¬ 
ly thatched roofs—some are shingled. The 
houses are from twelve feet square up to one 
hundred feet long by thirty-live feet wide, 
and are scattered over different parts of the 
city. Tho inhabitants are not able to build 
as costly houses ns they had liefore the burn¬ 
ing ofthe city. There has been great mor¬ 
tality in consequence of the exposure of the 
people to the ruin, which came down in tor¬ 
rents for days and nights upon them before 
they could secure any shelter ; many were 
found dead and alone in the woods some 
time alter the destruction ofthe city, and hun¬ 
dreds have left and may never come back.— 
Many are sick in consequence of the terrible 
. exposure to the rain and hot sun, among them 
> the most robust and hard working men wlw> 
i were in this city. Those who have been 
guilty of the burning of this eity, and then 
3 leaving the people to starve, without shelter 
from the incessant rains, ought to be made 
5 to change places for the same length of time, 
i and give the sufferers indemnification be- 
3 sides. But money cannot bring back the 
r dead. Many here iiave been left destitute 
who are unable to get the necessaries ot life, 
and others, who were formerly rich, are now 
unuhle to pay their debts ; the little cash ou 
hand is absorbed in the construction of bouse* 
and stores.”

A delicate green is, on II 
the contrary, favorable to all fair complex- d 
ions which are deficient iu rose, and wliich 
may have more imparted to them without n 
inconvenience. But it is uot as favorable-to b 
complexions that arc more red than rosy, nor , 
to those that have a tint of orange mixed with 
brown, because the red tht^* add to this tint 
will be of brick-red hue. In the latter case ^ 
a dark green will bo less objectionable than 
a delicate green. j 

Yellow Drapery. Yellow imparts violet 
to a fair skin, and ill this view it is less fa¬ 
vorable thau the delicate green. To those 
skins which arc more yellow than orange it 
imparts white; but this combination is very 
dull and heavy for n fair complexion. When 
the 6 kin is tinted more with orange than yel¬ 
low, we can make it roseate by neutralizing , 
the yellow. It produces this effect upon the 
black-haired type, and it is thus that it suits 
briinetts. 

- Violet Drapery*. Violet, the complimen¬ 
tary of yellow, produces contary effects; thus 
it imparts some greenish-yellow* to fair com¬ 
plexions. It augments the yellow tint of 
yellow and orange skins. Xl’ e little blue 
there may be in a complexion it makes green. 

Violet, then, is one of the leust favorable col- 
ore to the skin, at least, when it is not suffi¬ 
ciently deep to whiten it by contrast of lone. 

Blue Drapery. Blue inqiarts orange, which 
is susceptible of allying itself favorably to 
white and the light flesh tints of fiiir'com- 
plexions, which have already a more or less 
determined tint of this color. TJlue is, then, 
suitable to most blondes, and in this case 
justifies its reputation. It will not 6 uit bru¬ 
nettes, since they have already too much of 
the orange. 

Orange Drapery. Orange is too brilliant 
to be elegant; it makes fair complexions blue, 
whitens those wliich have an orange tint, and 
gives a green hue to those of a yellow tint. 

White Drapery. Dra|iery of a lustreless 47 and'49, Federal st. 
white, such as cambric muslin, assorts well 
with a fresh complexion, of which it relieves 
the rose color; but it is unsuitable to com¬ 
plexions which have a disagreeable tint, be¬ 
cause white always exalts all colors by rais¬ 
ing their tone ; consequently it is unsuitable 
to those 6 kins which, without having this 
disagreeable tint, very nearly approach it. 

Very light white draperies, such as muslin, 
plaited or point lace, have an entirely differ¬ 
ent aspect. — 

Black Drapery. Black draperies, lower¬ 
ing the tone of the colors with which they 
are in juxtaposition, whiten the skin ; but if 
the Vermillion or rosy parts are to- a certain 
paint distant frotn the drapery, it will follow 
that, although lowered in tone, they op|>enr 
relatively to the white parts of the skin con¬ 
tiguous-to. this same drapery, redder than if!
